I know, also, there is a diversity of opinion upon 
it. There might be perhaps, a choice of re- 
medies for the evil. Thus. Take from the 
midst of all education, and then leave our min- 
isters illiterate. Edueate the whole population 
around us, and then select from the educated 
mass, men for the ministry. ft is certainly as 
greata sacrifice for an educated congregation 
to attend the ministry of an uneducated man, as 
it is for an uneducated people to attend an edu- 
cated minister, If both the above remedies be 
rejected, and I do not see how either of them 
can be carried into effect; then, for aught I 
know, we must go on as we have done, some 
pleased, and some dissatisfied. 1 would beg, 
however, to say, it would be a happy thing for 
our churches if when our young brethren go to 
study for the ministry, they would imitate the 
conduct of the pious Samuel Pierce, and his 
amiable young friend Josiah Evans. They 
agreed to spend at stated times, an hour together 
in prayer and free conversation, for the purpose of 
correcting each others’ youthful faults, and pro- 
moting each others’ spirituality. These lovely 
friends were bright examples of practical reli- 
gion, and were eminently useful. Both died 
young in years, but old in experience. Such a 
course in college would enable young men to 
keep their original plans in process, while by 
study they were accumulating material to fill up, 
and enrich it. 

These young brethren when they have finish- 
ed their public course of study, present them- 
selves as candidates for office in our churches. 
While on probation, things pass with tolerable 
smoothness ; but when they are settled as pas- 
tors the difficulty commences. Some of those 
brethren in our churches whose experience 
and knowledge qualifies them eminently to 
take these young men by the hand, and assist 
them in their work, keep at a distance from 
them, and sometimes goeven further than this. 
There have been instances we know in which 
invidious comparisons have been made between 
these and their prédecessors, who were once no 
wiser, nor better than they now are. This dis- 
courages the timid, and makes them feel unset- 
ted; and those among them of a firmer mind, 
turn from these indiscreet brethren, and eeek their 
associates among that class of hearers who can- 
not profit them in their public work.

Prayer is the means which God has appoint- 
ed for you to obtain every good, and to escape 
every evil. It has pleased Fim to appoint this 
means for various wise and holy purposes; and 
especially that we may acknowledge and glorify 
bis attributes ; that we may see our dependence 
on him, and prove our obedience to him.

Two presses 
wealrendy at Lodiana, and there is “a demand 
for Persian, Hindusthani, and Gurmukhi tracts, 
which, with all the aid you can afford us, we have 
no prospect of being able fully to supply.” « By 
the time a further appropriation can reach India, 
we hope to have two more presses in operation, 
making four in all. Two, three, or four theu- 
sand dollars is desirable ; any sum you can spare, 
the larger the better; it will be, at the largest, 
alas, but small compared with the wants of the 
poor, dying heathen.” 

Returning to the coast, we meet, at Orissa, 
the temple of Juggernaut itself, with the almost 
| halfa million of annual pilgrims to his bloody 

shrine; where the Rev. Mr. Sutton, who glad- 
dened the Society’s late anniversary with his 
thrilling statements and appeals, and a band of 
brethren fromthe General Baptist Missionary 
Society in England and the Free-will Baptist 
communion in our own country, are jointly la- 
boring. The first converts to this mission were 
excited to inquiry by tracts; and one of the mis- 
sionaries, one of the native preachers, and many 
of the native converts were brought to Christ by 
a blessing on the same instrumentality. 

Passing southwardly along the Coromandel 
coast, through the country of the eight or ten 








mission stations at Madras, the capital of the 
British presidency, and embracing upwards of 
Here a new mission of 


is established ; and also a large mission of the 
American Board of Commissioners, having 
more immediate reference to the eight or ten 
millions of Tamul population, extending to the 
south and west. “ One of the grand reasons,” 
says Rev. Messrs. Winslow and Scudder, “ why 
a missionary station has been commence! at 
Madras, is, that the American Bible and Tract 
Societies may have the opportunity of distribu- 
ting their productions to the millions to whom 
it may haye access, This, it appears, is the 
only hope legitimately to be entertained of vast 
numbers, that they can be rescued from the wrath 
” They pointto the Tamul people and 
the Teloogoos, to whom they have access on 
either side ; and earnestly beg an early grant of 
$5,000, for printing 100,000 copies of the Ta- 
mul tract, showing the blind way of paganism, 
embracing seventy or eighty pages, and approv- 
ed by this Society—a tract which a Tamulian 
has never been known to destroy, and which 
has been bleased in many conversions, nd, 
among others, that of “the most influential man 
who ever joined the church in Ceylon.” 

In the heart of the Tamul population is the 
Mission at Mapura, one of the seven sacred 
cities of India, and a strong hold of paganism, 
ameng whose 40,000 inhabitants tracts have 
been recently distributed to every accessible 
family. About forty schools are already estab- 


circulated within a few months. “The presses 
at Jaffna and Madras,” they say, “have suppli- 
ed us witha large amount of tracts, schoo! books, 
and the scriptures; still the demands of the peo- 
ple quite exceed our means to gratify them. We 
have applications for books from villages in 
almost every part of the district. We shall 
rejoice to see the expected press in full ope- 
ration at Madras.” At Dindegal is another 
station; and the laborers in connection with the 
Rev. Mr. Rhenius at Nagercoil, have requested 
at least $500 annually from this Society. 
Crossing to the island of Cerion, we find one 
of the stromgest and most ful of teri 
missions ; embracing seven stations and nine 
out-stations; twenty missionaries and seventy- 
one native helpers; 155 free schools ; a serninary 
of 166 pupils, and 302 native members of the 
church; with three presses in operation, at 
which 8,947,800 pages were printed the last year.

standing the most violent prejudices excited | 
against the mission, he says,“ { have never felt 
so much encouraged in my work as at present.” 
“I have now, as has ofien been the case the past 
year, scarcely a religious tract in my depot. | 
am sure that if 1 bad been well supplied, I might 
have distributed the last year ten thousand cop- 
ies more.” Eight children’s tracts have been 
translated by the pupils of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Mission School ; printed, and “ read by the 
children, and read again until they can recite 
them all by heart.” * We have now nearly 700,” 
adds Rev. Mr. Hill,“ who are looking up to us 
for this sort of daily food. There is no difficulty 
whatever in the way of distributing as many as 
we can prepare. We can procure the best trans- 
lators, and presses are waiting for the work.” 
Among the 60,000,000 of Russia is a field no 
less encouraging. The friends in St. Peters- 
burgh have issued in Russ, Finnish, Swedish, 
Estonian, and Mongolian, upwards of fifty tracts, 
all having the approbation of the censor; of 
which 241,830 were circulated the last year, in 
every direction, from Sweden and Finland to 
Siberia, and to the shores of the Black Sea. In} 
reference to this immense field’, the Rev. Robert | 
Baird, in August last, wrote from St. Peters- 
burgh, “ There is nothing like it on the whole 
earth, excepting perhaps China. Of the sixty- 
two or three millions of the empire, about thirty- 
six millions speak the Russ. ‘The little band of 
brethren here are exceedingly zealous and liber- 
al: but they cannot do a hundredth part of what } 
might and ought to be done.” | 
_ln Swepen, where the Evangelical Tract So- | 
ciety, that has issued eighty-four tracts, had be- 
come very inactive, the Rev. Mr. Scott, Wesley- 
an Clergyman at Stockholm, and others co-ope- 
rating with him, have been eneouraged to com- | 
mence the translation of the Young Christian | 
and Harlan Page, depending on this Society for | 
the means; and are zealously engaged in issuing 
temperance publications: for a country where 
“three million persons drink annually 40,000,- 
600 gallons of brandy ;” the peasants, to a great | 
extent, distilling, each for himself,“ for house- | 
hold consumption ;” and often revelling at the 
houses of each other to a degree of excess truly 
* horrifying.” 
Tn Denmark there is equal need of increased | 
efficiency, and an application for a grant of | 
$5000 has been made; and in Poland are eight 
or ten missionaries of the London Jews’ Soci- 
ety, with a press, ready to employ the Society’s 
means, and for whose tract operations $500 is 
also urgently requested. 
In Germany, there is access from Berlin, to a 
large Polish population; to Bohemians and 
Wendish ; and to Hungary, embracing 2,000,000 
protestants; for all of whom aid has been re- 
quested in an affecting appeal from Rev. Dr. 
Paterson. The society at Barmen are still pros- 
ecuting their Evangelical labors and that at Calw, 
near Wurtemburg, chiefly through the persever- 
ing efforts of one individual, has issued thirty mil- 
lion pages ; its “ History of the Church of Christ” 
having been translated and printed both in 
French and English, and its “ Bible Stories” in 
Arabic, and now to be translated into Hungarian. 
At Hamburg the “ Lower Saxony ‘Tract Society” 
is still stedfastly prosecuting its important work ; 
and the American Baptist Mission, in connection 
with the * Hamburg Pract Society,” with a zeal- 
ous colporteur and extensive openings, are very 
efficient in their ‘Tract operations. 
At Basle, the Evangelical Tract Society cir- 
culated 34,880 tracts the last year, but their 
means are limited. At Belgium tract operations 
were commenced by Rev. Mr. Boucher, pre- 
vious to his visit to this country, who then pre- 
sented an urgent application for aid. The Parts 
Religious Tract Society, by means of colporteurs 
and others, circulated the last year more than 
500,000 tracts ; and are pushing their operations 
into Low Breton and Spain, besides issuing a 
new series for the German population to whom 
they have avcess; and at Gibraltar in Spary, the 
Rev. Mr. Rule is now waiting for means to pub- 
lish in Spanish Bogue’s Essay on the Evidences 
of Christianity, translated into that language by a 
Society now extinct, and also Nevins’ Thoughts 
on Popery, now in the translator’s hands. 

In most of the above named countries of Eu- 
rope considerable efforts have been made in the 
cause of Temperance, especially by the circula- 
tion of the American Temperance documents 
translated by Rev. Robert Baird, into French, and 
also published in German, and in the progress of 
translation in several other languages. For the 
circulation of this work, which has been approv- 
ed by the Committee, the American Tract So- 
ciety at Boston have resolved to appropriate, 
through this Soeiety, the sum $1,000, 

Besides the Tract Societies mentioned, and 
the condjutors in Russia, and other fields, our 
own Foreign Missionary institutions, with whom 
it is the privilege of the Soeiety to co-operate, 
sustain in all about seven hundred missionaries 
and assistants; and have nineteen printing es- 
tablishments; four stereotype founderies, and 
forty presses. Upwards of 450 tracts and 35 
volumes, in addition to portions of Scripture, are 
issued abroad, to which the Society’s funds may 
be applied ; and the Society and the various insti- 
tutions aided, publish tracts in fifiy-six languages. 

With all these calls upon the Society, and la- 
menting that so little has been done in this de- 
partment for the last eight ths, the Commit 
tee have resolved, (they trust) in the strength of 
God, and bereby solemnly announce their de- 
termination, with his blessing, and the co-opera- 
tion of his people, to make the following appro- 
priations, amounting to the sum of Forty 
Trovsanp Do.tars, to be paid as soon as the 
means can be obtained: viz.

She spread! it before the Lord, 
and he lent an ear to her supplication, and 
strengthened her for the task, and brought to her- 
aid some of the sisters of the church, when at 
length, they commenced the school with about 
twenty scholars. 

But it may surprise some of our readers to be 
told that this lady lives eight miles from the 
church, and rides that distance every Sabbath 
morning over a heavy road, and is there by nine 
o'clock, the allotted hour for the opening of the 
school.—From the facts already given it will be 
inferred that she visits her sebolars, and aids 
those who may need encouragement; and so in= 
deed itis. AH treat her with affection and rever- 
ence. By those who have marked the ress 
of the school, itis said that a visible change for 
the better, has taken place, net only in the man- 
ners and morals of the children, but also in those 
ofa number of the parents. Many of the chil- 
dren walk two or three miles to attend the selrool? 
and do it with alncrity and delight.

CHEROKEE INDIANS, 

The Rev. Evan Jones, missionary of the Baptist 
Board among the Cherokees, writes under date of | 
June 25, 1537, giving an account of a visit to the | 
* Low Country,’ from which we make the following | 
extract :— | 
I write to you under an oppressive sense of | 
unworthiness, and of the amazing kindness of the | 
Lord in favoring our feetle efforts, to preach | 
among the Cherokees the unsearchable riches 
of Christ. I would earnestly and affectionately | 
solicit an interest in the prayers of our Chris-| 
tian friends, that our faith fail not; but that, | 
ps on the whole armor of God, we may | 
ve able to stand against the wiles of the devil, | 
and successfully to wrestle against principali-| 
ties, against powers, against the rulers of the 
darkness of this world, which are combined 
to oppose the progress of the gospel.* 
L have just returned from a visit, in compa- 
ny with br. Bushyhead, to several of our preach- 
ing stations below the mountains. We. per-| 
formed the cireuit in twenty days, including | 
three Sabbaths. Preached “twenty-six times, | 
administered the sacrament of the Lord’s sup- 
per once, had six conference meetings, received | 
twenty-nine candidates for baptism, and bap-| 
tized tweuly-two, as follows: At Coosawattee, | 
four males and two feinales, Cherokees and | 
one black woman; al Still’, one male and | 
four females, Cherokees, and one black wo-| 
man; at Long Swamp, one male and one fe-| 
male, both Cherokees; at Degancetla, three | 
males and four females, all Cherokees. 
This has been a singularly interesting tour. | 
The light of the gospel is evidently carrying | 
alarm into the habitations of darkness, and the | 
temper of the ancient adversaries of the gos- 
pel manifests itself in efforts to impede the} 
progress of the truth. A_ priest or conjuror,| 
an old man of some influence among the ad- 
vocates of the Indian paganisin, had been along 
part of our route, and Lad sent messages through 
the country, warning the people against us, 
and ordering them not to aticud our meetings, 
and especially not to become members, affirming 
that all who unite with us, will be sent off to 
Arkansas in the fall.

THEOLOGY OF POETRY. 

Mr. Eprror,—Having occasion to write you ona 
matter of business, it has occurred to me that | 
would fill up my sheet with a few thoughts which 
have of late been somewhat impressed on my mind. 
I may not indeed, by so doing, acquire the reputa- 
tion either of good taste or of sound judgment; 
buat, if, as is at least possible, my remarks shall be 
found to contain a little truth, I hope 1 shall do no real 
injury to the taste or the judgment of the religious 
community. If any shall chance to find what I 
have to say altogether uninteresting, my only apol- 
ogy is, 1 do not often consume their time over my 
newspaper communications 

1 wish only to refer your readers for a moment to 
the objections which some evangelical Christians 
have to the representation of Christ’s death and 
resurrection in language like the following :— 


** When God the mighty Maker died 
For man, the creature’s sin,”’ 


« Jesus the dead revives again, 
The rising God forsakes the tomb.”* 


The author of an article in alate number of the 
Christian Review finds serious doctrinal objections 
to all phraseology similar to the language of the 
above quotations. Now, Mr. Editor, I am not partial 
to such phraseology, and studiously avoid it; but 
my objections, so far as | have any, are quite of 
another cest from those of the writer referred to. 
How far such expressions, properly interpreted, con- 
tain an idea “ wholly unscriptural” and “ horrible,” 
] leave my readers to judge. For myself, [ cannot 
see how a Trini(arian Christian can escape from the 
cordial adoption of the sentiment which they most 
naturally express. 

All such expressions do, indeed, assert or imply 

that God, the eternal Jehovah once died. Now 
what is death? Applied to irrational animals, it 
may convey the idea of annihilation. But, applied 
toa being “‘ made in the image of God,’ how is 
the word almost universally understood? Manifest- 
ly, in the sense of the separation of the spirit from 
the body, or in the return of the latter to its origi- 
nal state of inert matter, while the former remains 
undestroyed. This use of the word in ordinary 
language is the common Scriptural use, as applied 
to human beings. Hence the Scripture speaks of 
men as dying and being dead, though it clearly re- 
veals, at the same time, the immortality of the soul. 
If, then, both in common use and in Seripture, 
such is the import of all words and phrases imply- 
ing the death of a human being, the phrase, “ the 
death of Christ,” must mean the separation of at 
least the human soul from the body ; and if Christ, 
as all evangelical Christians believe, possessed also 
a divine nature, wherein was that effected by his 
death? Plainly, it also was, in an important sense, 
separated from the body. In other words, the hu- 
man and the divine nature were alike effected in 
being deprived of the “earthly house of their 
tabernacle.” Where, then, is the doctrinal objec- 
tion to the phrases which represent God as dying? 
To me it seems plain, that Paul, writing under 
the influence of inspiration, had no such scruples 
as exist in the minds of some modern religious crit- 
ics; for he says, Acts xx. 28, ‘Feed the church of 
God which he hath purchased with his own blood ;” 
and again, 1 Cor. ii: 8, “ Which none of the prin- 
ces of this world knew; for, had they known it, 
they would not have crucified the Lord of glory.” 
Now [I am unable to see how the phrase, blood of 
God, in one of these passages, and crucifixion of 
the Lord of glory, in the other, can mean any thing 
less than the idea considered so objectionable. Blood, 
when used as above, uniformly means death. “ Re- 
demption through Christ’s blood,” is redemption 
through his death. “ The blood of martyrs” is the 
death of martyrs. Crucifixion, too, is certainly a 
mode of death. ‘“ Christ crucified,” is Christ dead. 
The truth is, as it seems to me, we must either ad- 
mit the sentiment which the phrases objected to 
contains, or we must give up the doctrine of the 
Saviour’s divinity ; the latter we cannot do without 
destroying our Christian hopes. It is said, that 
the idea of God's dying or being dead “ is horrible ;” 
but is it not a fact, when language is interpreted as it 
should be? What else can be meant by Paul's ex- 
pressions, “the blood of God, and the crucifixion 
of the Lord of life and glory?’ 

I said, however, that I am not accustomed to the 
use of the expressions objected to. My reasons for 
avoiding them arise from the desirableness, in fre- 
quent cases, of employing language accommodated 
to the depraved views and feelings of fallen-man. 
Persons generally, and even Christians, it is to be

SECULAR INTELLIGENCE. 


FOREIGN. 


Latest From Buenos Ayvnres.—By the bark 
Hortensia, Massicot, at Baltimore, the editors of 
the Journal of Commerce have received Buenos 
Ayres papers to Nov. 18th, being several weeks 
later than our previous advices. There was no 
American vessel of war at Buenos Ayres. 

The Buenos Ayrean expedition against Gen. 
Santa Cruz, Protector of Bolivia and Pera, had 
arrived on the Bolivian frontier. A skirmish took 
lace, Oct. 13th, at a place called Humahuaca, 

tween 250 Buenos Ayrean cavalry and 300 Bo- 
livians, in which the latter are stated to have been 
put to flight, with the loss of 15 killed and a 
number wounded. 

Chilian journals to Oct. 13th communicate noth 
ing important. ‘There were reports of great dis- 
satisfaction prevailing in Bolivia, but it is doubtful 
whether they are to be relied on. 

Fresh disturbances have broken out in the Orien- 
tal Republic, of which Montevideo is the capital. 
The movement is headed by the old anarchist, 
Gen. Fructuoso Rivera. Rivera's force is stated 
at between 700 and 800, while the government 
force amounted to 2400. A battle was expected 
to take place shortly. 


Late rrom Banta.—We learn froin Captain 
Dennis, of the whale ship Erie, who left Bahia 
December 8th, that a great number of vessels, of 
different nations, were lying there, doing nothing, 
on account of the difficulties occasioned by the 
Revolution which took place about the 10th of 
November, when the Republican party took pos- 
session of the forts, and forced the four vessels of 
war to remove out of gunshot. A large force was 
daily expected fromm Rio Janeiro, to attack the 
city. Allthe merchant vessels had been coimpelled | 
to go 3 or 4 miles down the Bay for safety, as 
shot was continually firing between the forts and 
vessels of war. The troops have had several 
skirmishes outside of the city, loss not known. 
The custom-house was broken open upon the 
20th November, it having been closed for several 
days, as the royalist officers had gone off and car- 





then without any arms save those of one volusteer 
| corps, and liable to be plundered of its stores by the 
pa.riots or fired on by the royalists on the opposite 
side of the river. 

Upon the return of the marshal, a requisition for 
arms was made upon Gen. Brady, U. 8. A., which 
was granted 
in, and an enrolment of 200 citizens made, to seize 
the schooner, if found within our jurisdiction. 
We think, however, she has reached Ler point of 
destinativn ere this 

The patriots have a large body of men at Gib- 

raltar, destined to co-operate with the vessel above 
alluded to, and to-morrow morning we may expect 
the grand move to be made upou the town of Mal- 
den. 
LW bave thus given you some of the details of an 
enterprise, which, however much we may sympa- 
thize with the Canadians, is 1 most flagrant viola- 
tion of neutrality and national faith. 

That ail these enrolments could be made—arms 
taken—men drilled—and this whole machinery of 
war put into operation—without the knowledge of 
our police, is a matter which our government will 
find it exceedingly difficult to explain to the satis 
taction of the British nation, and should that peo- 
ple make reprisals or surprise our coast by a can- 
nonade, an impartial judge would deem the retri- 
bution just. 

P.S. Monday morning,Jan.8. Sutherland has 
arrived at Gibraltar, frou: Cleveland, with 70 men, 
and an attack upon Bois Blanc, of which the Brit- 
ish are said to be in possessivn, is contemplated 
this day. 








Coneress.—In the House of Representatives, on 
Saturday last, Mr. Cambreleng, from the Committee 
of Ways and Means, made adverse reports on the 
memorial of Lewis Feuchtwanger, proposing a sub- 
stitute of German silver for the copper coin, and on 
the petition of the proprietors of the Neopolitan in- 
demnity stock, that the government should assume 
that stock. Mr. Coles, from the Committee on 
Military Affairs, reported a bill to carry into effect 
the resolutions of the Continental Congress for 
erecting monuments to the memory of certain gen- 
eral officers of the revolution, and also a marble 
column at Yorktown. Mr. Howard reported a bill 
to provide for the satisfaction of the claims due to 
certain American citizens for spoliations committed 
on their commerce prior to July 31, 1801. On the 
request of Mr. Cushing, the report was read. The 
bill was read twice, referred to the committee of the 
whole House, and 2000 copies of the report and 
documents were ordered to be printed. Mr. Cush- 
ing called up a resolution reported by him on the 
17th inst., requesting the President to consider the 
propriety of entering into negociations with the 
Court of Denmark, for the purpose of obtaining 
therefrom a just and equitable indemnification for 
two prizes, taken by Com. Paul Jones in the revo- 
lutionary war, carried into Denmark, and released 
by the Danish government, on the application of 
the British Minister, on the ground that the United 
States was not then an independent government, 
and that the vessels were taken piratically.

The following letter, from a source of the first 
respectability at Detroit, conveys the particulars of | 
important events which have just transpired in | 
that quarter, in reference to the revolt in Canada, 
We have here the development of plans which 
have been heretofore occasionally hinted atin the 
accuunts that have reached us from Buffalo. 

Dersoir, Jan. 7, 1838. 

Our city for the last three days has been in great 
confusion, in consequence of the extensive plan 
of invading Canada by certain refugees and others 
having been discovered, 

Nothing of the movement was known, save that 
meetings had been held and resolutions passed, 
but it was thought the matter would stop there. It 
has turned out differently, for on Thursday night 
all the state arms in our city arsenal were secretly 
taken away; on the same day 400 stand were 
openly seized at Monroe, end on the succeeding 
night our jail was robbed ofall the arms and fixed 
ammunition which had been deposited there for 
safe keeping. 

The next morning a vessel with about 800 stand 
and about 100 men deparied from our wharves for 
Bois Blanc—a British Island distant19 miles hence 
and opposite Malden, at the junction of the river 
Detroit with Lake Erie. Attempts were also to 
be made upon our city powder magazine at Dear- 
born, which were frustrated by a guard being des 
patched from the city in time. 

Besides these daring operations, supplies have 
been purchased and sent down to Bois Blanc— 
subscription papers circulated and now containing 
1000 names—coinmissions from Navy Island tend 
ered and accepted—enrolments of about seven 
hundred men made in the different counties on the 
river—regular drills held—and to cap the climax, 
a Sutherland, from New York, is hourly ex- 
pected with a force from Cleveland, to arrive at 
Gibraltar, 16 miles hence—the point of rendezvous 
—and to take command of all the forces. 

As Bois Blane overlooks Malden, and has upon 
it the remains ofan old breast work, the patriots

It was a 
touching appeal which he then made to her 
Christian principles when he said, “ will you not 
give me up to the Lord 2”) And he was doubtless 
cheered by the assurance he received on her 
part, of a serene submission to the will of 
Heaven. 

On being asked, do you suffer much from 
darkness or doubt? he answesed, “Ol! no, I 
have not a doubt or fear; and though in health 
death presented a terror, yet now LE look upon it 
asa glorious deliverer.” 

Death was indeed a kind deliverer to tin. 
Through the night of Saturday, Nov. 25th, he 
was frequently moved from one position to 
another, for the sake of relief, but he found it 
not till early on Sunday morning his spirit took 
iis flight to that state of perfect rest which 
remuineth for the people of God.”

His connection with the church in Westerly 
wasa useful anda happy one; but in 1836,a 
¢eall from the church in Oswego, N. Y., was pre- 
sented to him in such a light as led him to feel it 
to be his duiy toaccept it. At that important 
place, the demands upon his bodily and mental 
energies, were greatly increased; and as his im- 
pulses were naturally generous, he yielded to 
those demands with «a freedom which probably 
impaired his constiiution, and prepared the way 
for the late catastrophe which came at last like 
“a thief in the night.” 

In the spring of 1537, some proposals were 
made to him, in regard to a removal to Philadel-; 
phia. These led hit to visit that city, but he 
did not find the circumstances of the case to be !

A few ensuing weeks were spent 
with his friends in Providence, during which | 
his bealth seemed to be improving.
